Aside from 
the three ambulances equipped with 
oxygen, there is an iron lung and 
an auxiliary lung, a baby lung and 
incubator combination, two oxygen 
tents, ct niche* and wheelchairs for 
the sick. a rescue-light truck equip­ 
ped wit Ii a lighting system, cutting 
torches, block aud tackle cables, 
cutting tools, ga- masks, Scott air 
pack, under-water 500-watt 
light. 
tMo inhalators, two resuscitators, 
and a boat aud trailer for marine 
work for drowning- 
Alta) equip­ 
ment to set ut* a held hospital for 
doctors and surgeons. This equip­ 
ment tau Im* moved anywhere at a 
moment's notice iii case ot a disus- 
er, or where a large number of peo­ 
ple are injured.
